14 Sentamber 1949 


1. three 20—mm AA’ guns were emplaced about 3,300 fset north 
@ast of DREWITS (N 53/% 63), about 130 feet west of the 
railroad line leadinz to FANNSSS (% 53/% 63). The suns, 
eovered with camouflaze nets, were in low depressions 
surrounded by low earth walls. 

A tent was in the center of tne emplacements. 


12 Uctober 1949 


2. Three AA suns of about 50 mm caliber were emplaced south'of 
Bornstedter Feld near rOToDAd (N 53/2 63), between Nach- 
richten Kaserne and idolf-Witler~Kaserne. The guns, with 
barrels pointed southeast, were surrounded by earth walls. 
fhe sun crews of about 30 troops lived in a tent. 


29 VYetober 1949 


3. Six 37-mm AA guns were emplaced in the former sed Cross 
area on Griebnitz Lake near NSUBABELSBuURG (N 53/2 63), near 
the BudLIN-LolpZ(¢e (4 52/3 21) railroad line. «#hree two-~ 
mast tents, vuccupied by soviet troops, were near the guns. 
Zrenches and foxholes tad been dus witnin a radius of about 
1;500 fect. : - 

Several antenna masts, formins a triangle, had besn erected. 
The observed troops were about 20 years of ale, allegedly 
recruits.
